6. Remarks: The following remarks are provided concerning the Continuation-in-part 
application and the Office Action of June 19, 2003 regarding Application No. 09/945,403. 

a) The filing date shown on the correspondence for Application No. 09/945,403 is 
02/06/2002. The original filing was 08/31/2001 for which a preliminary amendment was 
filed on December 28, 2001 (a copy is attached). It is believed this amendment did not 
add new matter to the original application. Correction of the filing date is requested. 

b) The following comments relate to the rejection of claim 1 of the Application No. 
09/945,403. The examiner rejection pointed to the elements of the Eiermann patent 
(5,493,871); however, the Eiermann art does not disclo RP- a |l nf thp Pipmnntr. nf thn 
instant iprrnnt i nn r i vtim 1 iiMf antiripatA itg ctriirttirp OnA ovampra js that Eiermann has no 
bypass valve 29 or check valve 31 as in the instant invention. 

The hot water valve 30 of the instant invention may perform a similar function to 
the Eiermann control valve 20 to control hot fluid flow. However, the instant invention hot 
water control valve 30 is located in a different position to for example allow the 
recirculating pump 22 to pump fluid away from purge valve 32. This position may allow 
purge valve 32 to function more efficiently upstream of bubble producing elements such 
as the recirculating pump 22. The purge valve 32 with balance valve and check valve 31 
combination are not disclosed in the Eiermann art. 

Further, Eiermann does not disclose the bypass valve 29 that may allow fluid to 
bypass the precool coil 23 of the instant invention. This may allow the air conditioning 
system to be compatible with a variety of air conditioning and heat pump systems. For 
these reasons it is believed the rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Eiermann has been overcome and claim 1 should be allowed.
